Throughout the school year students, typically juniors 
and seniors, visited college campuses all across America to help 
them decide which college they want to attend. Planning for 
college is a long, hard process and an inside look at what goes on 
around the campus is a definite benefit. Not only does one get a 
feel for the campus and how people interact, they algo get to see 
their future dorms and the college classrooms. If one chooses to 
go on a guided tour students learn about the history of the campus 
and all of the popular sites on and off campus.

Believe it or not, seniors are not the only ones that should be thinking 
about college. Planning for college should actually start as a freshman. 


As freshman, students should start thinking about their interests 
and what they want to do with their life. Ctudents should think about 
what talents and skills they have and what careers they could pursue with 
those talents.

The paycheck is burning a hole in

Randomly throughout the 2007- 

2008 school year one could hear that faithful 

announcement made by Principal Scott Mills, 

“We are on lockdown.” During these lock downs 

students and teachers were not permitted to 

leave the classroom, while state and local police 

officers allowed canine dogs to walked through 

the halls and school parking lot to check for drugs. 

Organized by Mills and School Resource Officer 

Gandy Browning, the drug searches consisted of 
various police organizations and BCCC officials and would last about an hour 
as the canines perused the school for contraband. 

Recent past events and information presented to Principal Mills had 

BHS officials concerned that there may be a drug problem at BH. To combat 
this problem Mills announced at the beginning of the year that BHS officials 
would be taking several measures to ensure the safety of all BHS students. 
A part of these measure were random drug searches administered by BHE 
and police officials. Go does our school really have a drug problem? School 
Officer Gandy Browning says. “I believe Batesville High School is pretty 
good and also the other schools in the Batesville cooperation are clean.” To 
support this claim, Browning uses the drug searches themselves. Although 
there were a few hits on the most part BHS turned out clean, leaving BHE 
administrators happy with their findings. 

Although BHs officials were happy. many BHS students felt the 
drug searches were invasion of privacy. While Browning states that it is not 
and the drug searches are to keep us safe, some students might disagree. 
Genior Jordan Zins stated, “I'm not doing anything wrong so what gives 
them the right to search my personal property.” 

On the other hand some of the students didn’t really care because 
they felt they had nothing to hide. Gome students even supported the drug 
searches claiming that they were just trying to prevent drug use and keep 
al students safe. Taylor Clark, junior, expressed her opinion on the issue, “I 
don't think it ig an invasion of privacy. They really don’t ‘invade’ unless they 
think the dog has found something. Otherwise they are just passing your 
locker.” 

Despite the mixed feelings from students the lockdowns continued 
throughout the year, and school officials were happy to announce to 
students, faculty, and the community that their schools were clean. With the 
success of the drug searches the BHS administration promises to continue 
the procedure to ensure the school remains drug free.

our runners run from season, straight to the off season and will run during the winter, and will 
then run track in the spring, which then leads to our summer training over again. This keeps

The women’s team experienced a major change 
this season from all their past years. As always, the two 
teams practiced together, but unlike the previous years, 
the girls were now required to run the same distance 
as the quys. The distance was raised and instead of 
running a 4k race which is 2.5 miles, they were forced 
to step it up and run a 5k, 3.1 miles, which is what has 
always been the men’s requirement. “It was pretty hard 
at first to keep up our endurance, but we got used to 
it.” said Chane. Practices usually consisted of running 
through town, through Brum Woods, or on the back 
roads. On days after a race they would usually run four 
or five miles, while on days before a race, it would only 
be two or three. 

Both teams achieved great things in this year’s 
season. The men’s team ended the season with 77 
wins and 16 losses. They came out on top for county, 
conference, and won their first sectional title since the 
90's. The Women’s team ended the season with 76 
wins and 11 losses. They won county. came in second 
at Sectionals, and third in Conference. “We all worked 
extremely hard and it showed,” said junior Jarrod 
Lowery.

The men’s team finished 
with the best reqular season record (39-4) in school history, tied for the most individual wins in school his- 
tory (40), scored more points than any other BHS team, and recorded the third consecutive 40 plus overall 
record. 

The men didn’t start their season off too well. They suffered their first loss in the opening meet 
of the season, but they kept their heads high and continued to practice hard. They won the Madison Small 
School Invitational for the third year in a row and won the Shelbyville Relays. They held a fifteen consec- 
tive winning streak, which included huge wins against Pendleton Heights.

Wrestling is a sport of great determination. It is one of those rear sports where it is one-on-one 
with no physical separation, just you and your opponent face to face. This face to face meeting ends up in 
a sometime bloody battle for points, but what is different about this sport is that not only does one battle 
for their team but also for their own individual success. Although at each meet teams can collect points for 
a team victory it really comes down to individual suecess. This can be seen in the team’s record of 7-20. 
Although overall the team did not do as well as they wished, many individuals had successful seasons. 

The wrestling season is made up of about 20 matches and a few classics and tournaments, but 
the season is much longer than this. The team starts practice in early October and depending on individual 


success can last through January. Practices consisted of many activities 


from sit-ups and sprints for conditioning to inter-squad battles to 
practice moves. One unique aspect of wrestling is that practice doesn’t 
end at the end of practice.
